"I amnoti- 
fled that after nest Easter tho church 
where I have sung for tho last three 
years will do away with a mixed choir 
and employ boys and men only. All the 
churches are going that way. And yet 
when a girl who gets her living by 
church singing talks of joining a comic 
opera company, thero is consternation 
among her friends, who at once exclaim: 
'She might sing in a church choir; Mass 
So-and-so gets $3,000 a year at Dr. 
Blank's church on Fifth avenue." Can t 
you say a good word for singers who 
would iike to earn their living by church 
singing, but are unable to find work 
owing to the demand for boy choirs? 1 
came to New York fivo years ago, and 
have managed to suppoit myself, after a 
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fashion, ever since by singing in church 
and giving music lessons, and I know at 
least a dozen other girls -who have done 
the same thing. 


DREAMS OP THE PROVINCIALS. 


"There is not a successful church singer 


in any small town in tho interior of this 
state -who does not dream of coming to 
New York in order to earn some money 
and perfect herself in her art; she knows 
that she can hear good musio here for a 
trifle, that schools aro plenty, and she has 
an idea that the churches of this city and 
£«>oklyn are always ready to pay mjr 
salaries to singers. 
They havo heard 
how Miss Emma Abbott began at the 
late Dr. Chapin's church, went to Europe 
and blossomed out into an opera singer. 
They are not averse to singing in opera if 
a

engagement 
otters. 
But 


comio opera is something too dread- 
ful to think of; that never entered 
into their 
calculations. 
Tlie result 


of this 
popular 
delusion is that 


scores of clever young women come from 
{their country homes to New York every 
year to reap disappointment, perhaps 
losing .excellent chances at home in the 
meantime. A change in fashion has 
Eliminated tho woman singer from the 
church choir. Go to tho organist of any 
big church where chorus girls are em- 
ployed, and he will tell you same story.. 
li is worth while uttering a word of 
warning to the score who are now think- 
ing of trying for fame and fortune here.' 


A few hours' visiting among organists 


showed how true was this plaint. Twenty 
years a"o almost every Protestant bpis- 
copal church employed a large chorus of 
men and women, tho best of whom re- 
ceived salaries. 
Today the churches 


•where mixed choirs are employed and 
paid may be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. In a great many Presbyte- 
rian, Methodist and Baptist churches 
tho members of the quartet of singers 
*re laid to lead'the congregational sing- 
toff 'but the choir, if it exists, is a volun- 
teer one. 
In the leading Episcopal 


churches great prido used to be taken 
with the choir, and thero was a constant 
rivalry. With "high church" or ritual- 
istic services began the change,

"The disappearance of tlie church 


choir, and the consequent disappearance 
ol women from our church choirs, is 
part of tbe Anglomania with which wo 
have been afflicted for tho last twenty 
years. It is English to have only boys 
and men in the choir, and so the ladies 
have to go. I can mention a dozen 
churches which held out for years 
against the boy choir craze, but havo 
been obliged to give in. Zion church; 
Holy Trinity in Forty-second 
street 


Calvarv, and" St. James' in Madison ave- 
nue are all important churches that havo 
sent adrift their mixed choirs within the 
last three years and now employ boys 
lz tho case of Calvary church thero was 
nari'oular hardship.

That Most Serious Problem. 


Too many young mothers, in their 


effort to make their first child perfect, 
go to great extremes in noticing every 
fault and laying too great stress upon gov- 
! ernment. This is done before every one, 
even the passing caller. I think it has 
the tendency to harden a child, and the 
expostulation loses ita effect. It is pro- 
verbial that children always act their 
worst when there is company in the 
house. I had one child who seemed to 
take advantage every time any one 
called. 
I grew perfectly discouraged, 


and felt as if there was no remedy for it. 
He would slide down the banisters, go 
whooping through tho house, slam doors 
and do the most unexpected things, till I 
was mortified beyond expression. 


I finally made it a point to take him 


by the hand, and ask my caller to ex- 
cuse us a moment—take him to another 
part of the house, set him in a chair and 
say that I would send for him when he 
was wanted. He would remain there 
quietly waiting. When the caller was 
gone I would go and release him. It 
seemed the only way to do. The more 
he was punished and admonished before 
people the worse he became. So I tried 
hiding his faults and praising him for 
the good he did. It Had a much better 
effect, and is still as effective. To some 
children's natures it is even humiliating 
to be reproved before other children. I 
do not think humiliation the pioper way 
to reform. 
Self respect is a much better trait to 


develop. Let your child begin to feel 
early that you expect only the best; 
things of it, and you will start it in a 
much better way. Do not -illow it to 
argue with you fiom tho beg tiiiig, ai>u 
r -ver laugh at cute things it may do or 
Kir and lepeat them to your Irionds in 
the presence of tho child. If it is a wide 
awake child it will do and say_man) 
things that will bo intensely amusing, 
nnd, if you wish, icccp a book and put 
them down for future enjoyment—but 
never let the child know it.—Philadel- 
phia Call.

A writer in Tho Liverpool Mercury— a 


captain of the mercantile marine— has 
taken great pains to take what aro prob- 
ably the most careful observations as to 
the height of ocean waves in o gale wliich 
have ever been recorded. He made them 
during a voyage round Cape Horn end 
to do it bo went up in tho main rigging, 
to get, if possible, the trp of tho wave 
coming up astern in a Ino of sight from 
the mast to tho horiroa at tue bacii. 
The reason ho selected tho main- 
mast was this, that w a rule it 13 
nearly amidships and when tae eea_is 
running tho sea ahead and from aft hits 
the two ends, forming a hollow emicl- 
ehips (tho actual foot of tho wave below 
tho mead draught equal to the sight cle- 
Tation)and the observer necessarily is 
above the true height. It was a difficult 
Operation, but tho captain obtained some 
good observations, making the height of 


• tho waves on the mast. On measuring 


the distance from these to the main 
draught ha found them to be as follows: 
64, 61, 58 and 63 feet respectively, vary- 
ing in length from 750 to 800 feet.— New 
York Home Journal. .

Tlie TVny to VFasU Windows. 


There is a right and wrong way to 


wash windows, and as this operation is 
usually dreaded, the following method 
will doubtless be appreciated, as it saves 
both time and labor Choose a dull day, 
or at least a time when tho Bun ia not 
chining on tho window, for when the 
sun shines on the window it causes it to be 
dry streaked, no matter how much it is 
nibbed. Take a painter's brush and dust 
them insido and out, washing all the 
wood work insido before touching the 
glass. The latter must be washed sim- 
ply in warm water diluted with ammo- 
nia—do not use soap. Use a small cloth 
with a pointed stick to get the dust out 
of tho corners; wipe dry with a toft 
pieco of cotton cloth—dp not use linen, 


' as it makes the glass linty when dry. 


Polish with tissue paper or old news- 
paper. You will find this can be done 
in half the time taken where soap ia 
used, and the result will bo brighter 
windows.—Pittsburg Reporter.

An Ancient Document. 


A most valuable and interesting doc- 


ument of antiquity has been obtained 
for the Lourro museum. It is the 
speech against Athenogenes delivered 
by Hyperides, the friend of Demos- 
thenes, aud the defender of tho notor- 
ious courtesan Phryiie, who was ac- 
cused of impiety, but was saved by the 
orator, who pulled off her peplum and 
displayed her charms to tho eyes of the 
astonished judges. The incident has 
been depicted on canvas by Gerome. 
The history of Hyperides and his 
speech, as set forth by M. Eevillout in 
his report to the Academy of Inscrip- 
tions, is curious enough. Athenogenes 
had a perfumery shop which was man- 
aged by a man of straw, or rather a 
slave, called Midas, to whom a client 
of Hyperides had left money. 
Being 


unable to recover the sum the client 
resolved to buy the shop, and the 
negotiations were carried on by a lady 
friend of Athenogenes, to wit, Anti- 
f 


>ne, 
a red haired and black eyed 


thenian damsel, 
All this traffic led to legal squabbles 


between these extremely interesting 
Greeks, and gave Hyperides an oppor- 
tunity of descanting on bargains af- 
fected by women, who were treated as 
badly by Solon as Napoleon afterward 
treated them in his ungallant code.

Hyperides 
has 


a wonderfully modern tone about 
it, and—but for 
the names, dates 


and places—might have been de- 
livered 
in 
the 
royal 
courts of 


justice in the Strand or at the Paris 
tribunal of commerce. The speech is 
mentioned by Longinus, who nlso re- 
fers to that iii defense of Phryne, but 
it 'Las only recently been found on 
papyrus by M. Eevillout, an assistant 
keeper of the Louvre museum.—Lon- 
don Telegram. 


Testing Telegraph Poles. 


A young man with a gimlet two 


feet long stopped in front of a tele- 
graph pole in an uptown street the 
other day and began to boro into it. 
Another young man, a reporter on 
Tho Sun, stopped also and asked the. 
first what lie was about. "I am going 
to find out how long this stick will 
stand up," ho said, twisting the handle 
rapidly. ' 'I am employed by the com- 
pany that owns the pole, and it is my 
business to go about tho streets making 
inspections like this. Every pole is 
numbered, and when I make my re- 
port the company takes action accord- 
ing to the condition of the wood. 
Tnis is the only way wo can tell how 
strong a pole is, for decay begins be- 
neath the surface and works toward 
tbe center. It shows on the outside 
last. So you can't tell from the looks 
whether a pole may not come down in 
the iirst. high wind, or light one, 
either, for that matter. This one," 
and he withdrew his gimlet and looked 
at the fine shaving clinging to it,

invented by a man named Isaiah 
Jennings. The description reads as 
follows: "It is a single barrel end 
lock stocked in the usua> style, and is 
perfectly simple, safe and convenient. 
The number of charges may be ex- 
tended to fifteen, or even twenty, each 
charge being under as complete con- 
trol as a single charge in an ordinary 
gun, and may be.fired in the space of 
two seconds to a charge or at longer 
intervals, at the option of the pos- 
sessor, with tho same accuracy and 
force as any other gun. The princi- 
pal can bo applied to ai?y musket, rifle, 
fowling piece or pistol, and can be 
made to fire from two to twelve times 
without adding anything to the in- 
cumbrance of the piece, except five or 
six ounces to its weight."—Kingston 
Freeman.
